Tt behave so admirably in 
the test voyage from Howden (Yorkshire) yesterday thatthe captain 
continued the craise, and was expected at Pulham (Norfolk) late this 
evening. Storms accompanied the voyagers, and there was a 
terrific thunderstorm early this morning. The tests were most 
saecessfal and a wireless “message later intimated that the captain 
was staying aloft until the clouds lifted. 

The Aerial Pride of the World. : . 
. e London, August 24. 

It transpires that the R33 was purchased by the United States 
Goveroment, and that the Americans aboard were officers and men 
of the United States Navy, who were being trained with a view to 
navigating the sirsbip ,actows the Atlantic after the tests. The 
Admiralty designed the ill-fated airsbip, which is the largest of the 
rigid type that bas becn constructed in Britain. She was intend- 
ed to be the pioneer of herclass but the construction of the others 
has been cancelled: The airship’s length wes 605'ft, diameter 85 
ft, and lifting capacity 83 tons, and she zarried six Sunbeam Cossack 
engines, each of $50 bp. The normal crew was thirty. The gas 
pcapacity was 300,000 cubic feet, this being larger than the bigest 
Zeppelin, and the croising capacity was 6,500 miles. The R38 was 
regarded as the serial ori le of the world. Sho had been aloft at the 
time of the disaster 35 hours.

4 LITTLE GRATITUDE. 


After reading the news of disaster here and famine 
there, of strife and conflict in many ‘places, a present day 
reader might well lie back and ponder for a while on bis 
extremely good fortune in living ina place like Hongkung. 
We crumble at the weather and we grumble at this and we 
grumble'at that, but if we turn our thoughts for a while to 
the sufferings and perplexities of other people we find roow 
for much consolation. Even the discomforts of a Hongkong 
summer were well clescribed the other day by a cheerful 
resident as being fifty per cent. psychological. How true 
that is will be realised after a little contemplation. Flere 
we have plenty of food and clothing, pure water. good 
sanitation—every comfort, and still there are those who 
“ grouse.” . , 

Did our readers note that little telegram we printed 
yesterday. which emanated from Stockholm and which 
spoke about the celebrated city of Astrakban! A Soviet

‘}auccessful tour. 


commissary has reported to the Moscow Government that 
Astrakhan is so full of filth that it is useless to try to fight 
the cholera which is raging there and he recommends the 
drastic treatment that the whole of the inhabitants be 
- evacuated to Siberia and that the town be destroyed by fire. 
To ignore such news as that becanse the details are unsay- 
cury isto close one’s eyes toa very great deal. Astrakhan, 
a city of over 100,000 inhabitants, is the great market 
centre of Persia and Transcaucasia, has a population con- 
sisting of Russians, Armenians, Tartars and Persians and is 
a centre of great iinportance. Composed mainly of. wooden 
houses, this city has been so reduced by lack of enlightened 
administration, by the ignorance of the people and now by the 
famine that is raging throughout the whole of eastern 
Europe that a Soviet official sees no hope of dealing with 
the ravaging disease of cholera by any means other than 
that involving fhe total destruction of the town. Conditions 
must be pretty bad for that: Anyone who has travelled 
through Balkan or eastern European towns knows of the 
primitive sanitation practised, of the general unclean- 
liness of the people and of the ignorance that makes these 
things possible. Normally, the administrations devote but 
little time to these things, whilst education from.a health 
int of view is almost non-existent. 
neglected will matters have been since administrations have 
ceased to administer but have been engaged in conflicts 
. between themselves or with the peasantry they have sought 
to bleed? The present conditions are mot all due to mis- 
fortuge; they are largely dae to those who have been 
responsible for the mal-administration of, the peoples and 
territories under their care. In education lies the hope 
that eastern Enrope will yet be able to administer itself. 
But the immediate need 1s assistance—assistance in which 
we could take a part. — 0 ; 
Although we sometimes grumble at them, we have to 
thank our law makers for the blessings we.enjoy. Every 
infringement of the sanitary laws should bear its penalty 
and every enforcement of them brings its reward. It is 
because that has been recognised that we havea city so 
free from disease, and it is because modern sanitation has 
‘ gcareely been comprehended. by the people of whom we 
were speaking above that they are suffering the trials of 
pestilence. When we are inclined to grumble and complain

The stranded French liver 
Cordillere, from Marseilles, orer- 
turned this afternoon and prod- 
ably will be a total loss. 

The Bluo Funnel cargo steamer 
Glauous is in leas danger and 
may be refloated before another 

Norwegian freighter 
Henrik, which is under charter 
to the Kailan Mining Adminisira- 
tion, is tha third vessal aground 
on the Yangtsze Bar. She is 
loaded with a cargo of coal. 

The weather is unsettled. 
Several tugs and lighters are 
engaged in salvage work and the 
salvors are striving desperately 
to refloat the veasels. 

The news of .the more serious 
condition af the steamer Cordillere 
came as a surprise to Mtr. R. 
acting-manager of 
Moessageriea Maritimes when the 
above message was shown to him 
for amplification this morning. 
The lates. advice received by the 
local office af the company from 
Shanghai was a message yosler- 
day morning that the vessel had 
not ‘been refloated at the first 
attempt to get her clear of the 
sandbank and it was impossible 
to say when salvage operations 
could be started again. 


The Cordillere is a well-known |b 


and popular vessel in the Far 
Eastern trade, having ron out 
here for five or six years. She was 
built in France 23 years ago and 
has a deadweight tonnage of 
10,000 tons. This is the first 
serious accident that bas hap- 
pened to the Cordillera, as far as 
is known in Hongkong. 

The Cordillore passed through 
this port ‘last week on her 
outward voyage from Marseilles 
with passengers and freight. 

The steamer Glaucus, which 
is also ashore, is one of the latest 
additions to the Blue Funnel 
Line fleet and is on her maiden 
trip from the United Kingdom.

WATER SUPPLY. 
‘The Need for Care. 


It was only 2 few weeks ago 
that the reservoirs of the Colony 
were fall to overflowing and there 
was very little thought aboat a 
possible water sbortage. Butwe 
bave had an exceptionally dry 
season sinceand thedaijly rate of 
consumption has been particular- 
ly heavy this summer, 

Purely ss a precautionary 
measure the Water Autbority had 
decided that as from Saturday 
next tho supply of water tothe 
Rider Main districts west of 
Glenealy, Wyndham and Pedder 
Streets would have to be controll- 
ed—as was common in the days 
before the completion of the 
Tytam Tuk Reservoir. But last 
night's heavy downpour has 
saved the Chinese districts from 
this incoavenienc., and no action 
will be taken, at least for 
the present. _— 

As indicating the abnormally 
low rainfall for the time of year 
it might be pointed out that io 
yesterday’s Observatory Report 
tbe rainfall for the year was 
returned as 73.76 inches against 
an average of 63.20 inches. It 
must ba remembered that on June 

the raiofall stood at 43.24 
inobes agains$ an average of 
23,82, and that no fewer than 
33.50 inches of rain fell during 
the month of May. Since that 
exceptionally heavy fall the rsin 
bss been much under the 
average, Juno only giving’ us 
16.59 inches, July 12.87 inches 
and the 24 ‘days of August 
only ‘yielding’ 4.80 inches. With 
the coming of the usual dry 
season the Water Authority must 
naturally conserve the stored 
water, and unless there is a 
plentiful fall of rain between now 
and the changiog of the seasons 
there. fs no doubt that the 
rider main system will have tobe 
brought into operation throughout 
the coming winter, ~

critics and publicists. It was not 
by any means my intention to 
advocate or encourage an 
American-Japanese War, but to 
impress the two peoples with the 
absolate necessity of making the 
best efforts for the avoidance of a 
calamitous war between ‘the two 
nations. My theory as set forth 
in the above work is completely 
endorsed by Prof. Pitkin of 
Colombia University in bis later 
work published under the title of 
‘Must We Fight Japan?’ 

“I, am inclined to believe, 
however, that if I. make o 
personal visit to” America 
and the Americans for 
the personal propagation “of 
my theories against an Ameri- 
can-Japanese war, the result will 
surely be worth while. Unlike 
the theory of Amorican-Japanese 
friendships so far ventilated by 
Viscount Shibusawa and other 
business men from a purely 
business standpoint, mine are set 
forth solely from the military 


standpoint, and will certainly righ 


appeal to the American critics 
with greater effect. 

"The date of my departure is 
not yet fixed, bat I hope I shall 
be able to leave this country 
towards tbe end of next month,”
